Laws needed on 
derelict homes 


Will recent death cause change?

oseph Chase, a laid-off health 

worker, died in an abandoned 
house Saturday night. The cause of 
his death has yet to be determined, 
but at temperatures of minus 30, it’s 
likely he froze. 

To be sure, an Edmonton Jour- 
nal reporter described the house 
this way: “Snow streams through 
gaping holes in the roof and jagged 
glass hangs from-the windows.” In 
such conditions, it would only be a 
matter of time before an occupant 
succumbed to the bleak, frigid 
weather. : 

The victim's brother called the 
derelict property at 11232 - 106 
Ave. a “death trap.” The city is lit- 
tered with such death traps. 

As SEE Magazine first reported 
back in late August, condemned 
houses dot Edmonton’s downtown 
and inner city. 

The Capital Health Authority 
has shut down or partially con- 
demned 50 houses this year. Last 
year, they declared 45 unsafe for 
people to live in. 

Most of these buildings are still 
standing, including the fire-blasted 
shell of the Hecla Block and the 
50-suite Riverview Hotel across 
the street. 

The homes are attractive to tran- 
sients, hookers and drug addicts, 
who tear the plywood boarding off 
the windows and use the aban- 
doned buildings as temporary shel- 
ters, trick pads and shooting gal- 
leries. 

These condemned buildings are 


eyesores; they lower surrounding 
property values and are annoying 
to neighbors. And they kill people. 

Municipal bureaucrats argue 
their hands are tied. They say they 
need an engineer's report to show 
a house is structurally unsafe in 
order to recommend demolition. 

Failing that, a condemned house 
can be demolished if it is the sub- 
ject of repeated complaints. City 
officials would not tell SEE earlier 
this year the number of such 
homes that had been torn down 
for either reason. 

City counsellors also say they 
are unable to do anything about 
the problem. Earlier this year in an 
interview, one counsellor said, “A 
man’s home is his castle and really 
the law is embedded around that.” 

That may be true, but laws can 
be changed. For instance, a law 
could be put in place so that if a 
home sat derelict with no efforts 
to repair it for one year, or lost 
more than 50 per cent of its value, 
it could be torn down. 

Robert Mowat, a field manager 
with the Capital Health Authority, 
put it this way: “I think it’s irre- 
sponsible of any owner to let their 
property deteriorate. Civic politi- 
cians should be more definitive in 
how and when a house should be 
demolished.” 

One senseless death is enough. 
What's it going to take for city 
council to bring in more stringent 
legislation on condemned houses? 
City council should take action on 
this immediately before someone 
else dies. e

Ted Blodgett is attentive to language but baffled by award

Blodgett when he learned he had won 
the Governor General's Award for English 
poetry this year. 

“(The Canada Council) phoned me in 
October and told me I was shortlisted. I 
asked them a few times and they assured 
me this was not a prank!” laughed Blod- 
gett.

Blodgett, a professor of comparative lit- 
erature at the University of Alberta, 
received critical acclaim for his seventh 
book of poetry, Apostrophe: Woman at a 
Piano, before being handed the honor at 
this month’s awards ceremony in Montreal. 

He is the third writer from the U of A to 
win a Governor General’s Award in the last 
three years. Previously, Greg Hollingshead 
and Rudy Wiebe have both won.

The book’s overriding angst, 
combined with the inclusion of too 
many issues, makes it less than 
remarkable. An emphasis on the 
contemporary drags the reader 
through everything from teenage 
drug abuse to mad cow disease 
and the barbarity of hunting. 

Perhaps this happens when ac- 
complished mothers see children 
leave home. They want to raise the 
world. “I know I’m ac-cused of 
being a merchant of doom and 
gloom,” the author says. “I do take 
a dim view.” Drabble says the only 
way to do justice to today’s reality 
would be to write satire. 

She’s no longer interested in 
exploring the lives of mothers. “I 
know about that.” Now she’s inter- 
ested in the wider world. “When I 
was younger I didn’t have an 
opportunity to see what was going 
on,” she says. “I have far less res- 
ponsibilities now. My children are 
independent. My parents are dead, 
which means I can follow my own 
whims. I can buy an airplane tick- 
et. I can do things.” 

She did precisely that to com- 
plete The Gates of Ivory, the third 
book of her trilogy, set in Asia. It 
was for this novel she received 
Britain’s highest honor for fiction, 
the Booker. Drabble has always 
been rational. Her latest release is 
in many ways about the rational 
person who tires of reason. 

Is there something of herself in 
The Witch of Exmoor, the woman 
who escapes convention? She 
remarks that Frieda, the aging aca- 
demic, could be compared to Ger- 
maine Greer. The Australian femi- 
nist and author is well-known in 
British circles for her sometimes 
erratic and eccentric behavior. 

She adds, “We're all tempted, 
about dreams of disappearing.”

around us. It’s all about spending 
money. And, while we may not 
realize it, the adverts have little or 
nothing to do with giving or receiv- 
ing real happiness. 

Artist Marisa Torres is the brain- 
child behind The Billboard Pro- 
ject. She has created dark state- 
ments emphasizing the influence 
of commercial culture on our iden- 
tity. She has created anti-ads — 
“holes or dead space, visually inte- 
grated with real ads” — which 
Torres hopes will make us think 
about the subversive manipulation 
of advertising. 

The 28-year-old Spanish artist, 
currently living in Edmonton, had 
been contemplating the influences 
of advertising for some time. Last 
October, upon arriving in Edmon- 
ton, the horrors of North American 
advertising hit home. “I was new 
to Edmonton, new to North Amer- 
ica, and I went to the West Edmon- 


ton Mall. My impressions of this 
place were as though it were a 
monster, an outrageous dinosaur 
that didn’t make any sense to me. 

“The mall was more than stores, 
more than advertising, it was say- 
ing ‘come and have your vacation 
here, play on the roller-coaster, 
skate on the ice rink, enjoy your- 
self while you buy,’ but everything 
was about consuming.” 

While it may not take an out- 
sider’s eyes to realize the full 
impact of the consumer culture on 
our lives, Torres said she was 
shocked by the amount of “image 
bombing” in everyday Canadian 
life compared to that in Europe. “I 
was interested in the way the mass 
media dealt with human needs, 
and dreams, and the way they 
were manipulated and sold back to 
us in ways which lead us to con- 
sume.” 

Torres said she saw a world in 


which people consumed like 
predators: food, feelings, enter- 
tainment, grief, love . . . nothing 
affected us deeply. Advertising and 
the comniercial culture had pene- 
trated the North American psyche 
so deeply, people had become 
anesthetized. It no longer mattered 
what we consumed as long as we 
consumed. 

The Billboard Project and 
Torres’ anti-ads were sanctioned 
by Hook Outdoor Advertising, 
which sponsored her campaign 
and gave her five free 10 x 20-foot 
billboards along well-travelled 
motorways. It was a bold move for 
a company that sold space to the 
very advertisers Torres wanted to 
expose. 

A spokesperson at Hook said 
the company felt the Billboard 
Project didn’t go against its man- 
date to sell space and, indeed, 
worked for the betterment of the 


community. 

Torres, who is on an internation- 
al scholarship and plans to com- 
plete her masters degree in fine 
arts at an American institution 
next fall, said the billboards will 
remain indefinitely. 

“I want people to see my work 
among other advertisements,” she 
explained. “I want to express feel- 
ings and human emotions that are 
never expressed in advertising. 

The billboards appear as real 
ads, but as people read them they 
can project their own anti-com- 
mercial emotions and actually feel 
something without the need to 
consume anything.” 

The Billboard Project is a com- 
ment on a system, says Torres. “I 
am part of what I criticize,” she 
admitted. 

“In the work, I am talking about 
my own feelings of fear and grief 
and solitude.” @

dmonton film-maker Tom Rad- 

ford had four months in which 
to document a lifetime of achieve- 
ments. Radford did it, mostly by 
foregoing sleep during the final three 
days of production on The Peter 
Lougheed Story. 


In fact, pro- 
duction on the 
one-hour doc- 
umentary was 
so close that 
the final 
touches for 
the film, 
which airs this 
Friday at 8 
p-m. on CBC 
TV, only took 
place Monday. 
Radford, 50, 
explains the 
Life and 
Times series, of which this docu- 
mentary is a part, just got the 
green light this past summer; 
hence the rush to complete the 
film.

Lougheed, you want to take every 
day of those four months,” 
Radford. 

Nor was timing the only chal 
lenge involved. Radford said he 
needed to find a new way to cover 
the former Alberta premier’s life 
To understand Lougheed, Radford 
went back 100 years to Peter’s 
grandfather, James. The story he 
unearthed is fascinating. 

When James Lougheed came 
west to seek his fortune, he was 
one of about 100 people in Calgary 
in the late 1800s. James bought 
land and made a fortune overnight 
when the CPR laid its railway 
down on his property 

He was so fabulously wealthy 
that one year he personally paid 
half the property taxes for the City 
of Calgary. All the worse, then, 
when a 10-year-old Peter saw his 
grandfather's mansion seized and 
auctioned off for failure to pay 
back taxes. In that instant, 
Radford saw Peter's motivation: 
“The young boy who couldn’t save 
James Lougheed’s estate built a 
province...” 

This examination of Lougheed’s 
life shows a driven man who 
fought for his beliefs. First elected 
in 1965, Lougheed was Alberta's 
premier from 1971 to 1985, when 
he resigned to go back to private 
life. 

In between, Lougheed waged a

vicious battle federal 
Liberals, fighting them over ener- 
gy rights, later Pierre 
Trudeau's decision to unilaterally 
repatriate the 
Lougheed spearheaded “the gang 
of eight,” creating an almos 
unholy alliance with the then 
Québec premier, the chain-smok- 
ing René Levésque 


Working to unite Canada 

Ultimately, Lougheed cast his lot 
with Trudeau, agreeing to the con 
stitutional formula 


against the 
and 


Constitution 


and in the 
process betraying Levesque and 
opening the way to the endless ref- 
erendums to follow. That decision 
says Radford, has haunted the for- 
mer premier since 

“He probably spends more time 
in Québec now than he ever did as 
premier.” Radford says Lougheed 
is now more active than ever, try- 
ing to “address a situation in 
Canada that Québec can be happy 
with.” 

By necessity and the virtue of 
time, this look at Lougheed's life is 
all too brief and perhaps overly 
sympathetic. That said, the engag- 
ing combination of historical film 
footage combined with recent 
interviews creates a compelling 
narrative well worth an hour of

eturning to Edmonton to per- 
form in Nabucco, Edmonton 
Opera’s 1996/97 season opener 
couldn't be more appropriate for 
Wetaskiwin born Randall Jakobsh 
“I'm not the operatic type; I 
like sports, rugby, football, hock- 
ey and I’m not the big tenor or 
the lady-with-horns type at all 
Jakobsh said recently. “I had 
planned to become a game war- 
den and had even enrolled at 
game warden college.

gary Opera chorus leader, who 
immediately recognized 
Jakobsh’s talent and had him 
audition for the University of 
Calgary.

Rock n’ roll works 
wonders when 


backed by the 
sound of symphony

ecasionally people take chances, try new 
things, sample new wines. Usually some- 
thing is learned, a new understanding is born. 

West Coast band Spirit of the West recent- 
ly sampled some new wine by recording an 
album, entitled Open Heart Symphony, with 
the Vancouver Symphony Orchestra. A 
major stepping stone to that project actually 
occurred here on Edmonton’s Jubilee 
Auditorium stage when SOTW first per- 
formed the songs, destined to appear on the 
album, before an audience, with orchestra 
accompaniment. That was in May 1995 with 
the Edmonton Symphony Orchestra. 

Sunday, Dec. 1, SOTW returns to 
Edmonton, to the Jubilee Auditorium and to 
the ESO. From there, they head to Calgary, 
then Winnipeg. It’s a tour of performances 
with different symphonies — a logical devel- 
opment you might think, after recording an 
album with an orchestra. 

It’s not that simple. The path to combining 
the road-ready world of rock ’n’ roll with the 
weighty, stationary nature of symphony 
orchestras is not without it hurdles. 

“It’s such a rare thing for us to be able to 
play with an orchestra,” explained SOTW’s 
Geoffrey Kelly about the return Edmonton 
engagement. “We haven't really done very 
many this year because, we're finding out, 
orchestras work well in advance, as far as 
booking their season. We've only been able 
to do half a dozen (shows) maybe.” 

This three-stop jaunt is the closest the 
band has come to a tour in support of Open 
Heart Symphony. 


Taking a chance 


“It’s (been) a little bit of a frustration. 
Although, I think we knew that (was going 
to happen) when we were getting into it.” 

The original project proved SOTW isn’t 
afraid of taking on a new task and making it 
work for them. 

“It wasn’t something we really dreamed 
about or anything, but it sort of struck our 
fancy in that it was something different.” 

They listened to what other acts had 
done, the Procol Harums and the Tom 
Cochranes, and decided to go their own way 
with a stack of new songs written with the 
orchestra's input in mind. 

The band was taking a big chance. Prior 
to the first rehearsal with the full orchestra 
in Edmonton, SOTW had no idea how the 
songs had been arranged and what was 
going to come out once they started to play. 

“The most satisfying part of it all was in 
Edmonton when we finished the first show

there, just realizing we could do it, because 
up until that day, we had no idea.” 

Kelly speaks the truth. Even though they’d 
written the songs, the work of arranging the 
orchestra's contribution was left to conduc- 
tor George Blondheim, who will act as guest 
conductor for the ESO at Sunday’s perfor- 
mance. 

“We'd never really heard what he’d done, 
because he could only play us bits and 
pieces. He’d map out what the strings were 
doing, what the horns were doing in a song, 
but we’d never heard it all together. So it 
wasn’t until the first rehearsal in Edmonton 
that we actually got the sense of what he'd 
created.” 

At the heart of the whole process lay a lot 
of people believing in what a lot of other 
people could accomplish. 

“Tt was a big leap of faith, on everyone’s 
part. George had to hope the songs were 
actually good and we had to hope his 
arrangements would work.” 

Kelly also suggests SOTW created a bit of 
an advantage for themselves with their 
approach. 

“It’s more difficult, I think, for someone 
like Tom Cochrane or someone who's just 
doing a kind of one-off show, to actually 
make it seem (authentic). Because, they’re

basically adding stuff to things that already 
exist,” Kelly said. 

“We had the chance to really work from 
the very beginning. The genesis of the song 
included the symphony in our mind. I don’t 
know whether that’s a good thing or a bad 
thing, commercially,” he concluded, “but it

certainly stands on its own as a kind of a 
unique record.” 

The Edmonton influence of Open Heart 
Symphony doesn’t end with the ESO’s 
involvement. 

Ross Sheppard grad Cam Wilson, a mem- 
ber of the VSO and Vancouver Celtic folk 
band Mad Pudding, also played a role. 

Aside from providing input on Christmas 
Eve and Let The Ass Bray, recorded with a 
small string quartet then added to the album 
later, he gave SOTW a personal contact with 
the orchestra. 

“It didn’t take very long — once we had 
done a couple of rehearsals, everyone start- 
ed to warm up to each other — (but) it was 
really helpful having someone like Cam, that 
we could fall back on if we had any ques- 
tions.” 

The wild card in the deck was SOTW 
drummer Vince Ditrich. 

“We were all very concerned about 
putting the loudest drummer in Canada in 
the middle of an orchestra and having it 
work,” admitted Kelly, “but he really proved 
us wrong. 

“We thought he was going to have to 
change his style and use really light sticks 
and just do all these things. During the first 
rehearsal in Edmonton, the trombone player 
said ‘we can’t hear the drummer,’ and Vince 
felt completely vindicated.” 

As the drummer, Ditrich was called on to 
hold the two factions together musically, 
but he ended up bringing everyone together 
personally with what has now become a leg- 
endary act, at least among band and orches- 
tra members. 

“There’s a point in The Crawl where he 
chugs a beer in lightning speed and he invit- 
ed the orchestra to do the same and they've 
really been getting into it.” 

The sad part of the upcoming perfor- 
mance is that it will be the last chance we'll 
get to see Linda McRae as a part of SOTW. 

“At the end of the year she’s leaving. New 
Year's Eve will be her last gig.” 

McRae is getting on with her own musical 
career, with a record in the works, and 
plans to spend January and February in the 
studio. 

“I think she just needed to be able to feel 
the freedom to tour it when she needs to 
and not have to deal with the SOTW sched- 
ule. It would be very difficult to pour her 
heart into it and I think she realized that, 
and she just had to make the big decision. 
We're really sad . . . we spent almost 10 
years together.” 

Still, the date of her departure was nicely 
picked. “I’m sure New Year’s Eve will be a 
grand celebration for more reasons than just 
the date, for us anyhow.” 

Expect a wild show on Sunday as well. 

While the songs on Open Heart 
Symphony will be present, there will also be 
a few surprises. The band’s ready for any- 
thing after recording the album. 

“George (Blondheim) wanted to do The 
Crawl, I thought he was insane, I didn’t 
think it would work at all,” Kelly recalled. 
“But he somehow made it work.” e

irginia Slims has nothing on 
Ellen McIlwaine. If anybody's 
come a long way, baby, it’s this 
Japan-raised, Atlanta and New York- 
trained, Calgary-based slide guitarist. 

Not that McIlwaine embodies 
the kind of woman Virginia Slims 
hoped to portray in its famous ad- 
vertising campaign. After all, lots 
of women smoke cigarettes now. 
On the contrary, McIlwaine sug- 
gests, old prejudices hold true in 
the world of blues and rock 'n’ roll. 

Though she’s been mentioned in 
the same sentences and seen on 
the same stages as Jimi Hendrix, 
McIlwaine still doesn’t always feel 
accepted. While the biggest stars 
in music these days are women, 
they’re not, she points out, “in 
rock as a guitar player.” 

Years ago, in Greenwich Village , 
this would make McIlwaine bitter. 
In 1996, on the phone from Cal- 
gary, it makes her contemplative 
as she prepares for a Saturday, 
Nov. 30 concert with Edmonton 
guitarist Lester Quitzau at the City

like this at the guitar. 
Media Club (6005-103 St.). 

“I opened for John Mayall a cou- 
ple of years ago in Philadelphia 
and the audience was mostly men 

.. They just (sat) there silent. I 
used to interpret it as hostility and 
today I interpret it as ‘who is this?’ 
After I say I've been playing for 32 
years, and they haven't heard of 
me, then the next question is ‘what 
is wrong with this picture?’ And 
nobody wants to go there.” 

McIlwaine says she’s finished 
travelling; Calgary is her kind of 
town. When asked about a move to 
Europe, where blues players have 


lately come into great demand, she 
admits she needs more 
there. Though several of her earli 
er albums, including 1982’s Every 
body Needs It, 1975's The Real 
Elien Mcliwaine, 1973's We the 
People, and 1972's Honky-tonk 
Angels, have recently been or will 
soon be re-released on CD by 
Stony Plain and/or Polygram Rec 
ords, she also admits she needs 
something new to shop around to 
promoters in Europe. She's hoping 
to get a new recording on the mar- 
ket next year 

More importantly, however, 
McIlwaine says she may not fit 
into the European love of blues 
because she doesn’t really play 
blues. 

“People think that Jimmy Page 
is a blues guitar player and Jimi 
Hendrix is a blues guitar player 
and Johnny Winter is a blues gui- 
tar player and, therefore so am I. 
And other people would call those 
rock people. If you don’t quite fit 
the slot, I think you get passed 
over.” 

Saturday, Lester Quitzau will 
open the show solo, then 
McIlwaine will do a solo set (she 
usually brings a band). As a finale, 
the pair will play a third set togeth- 
er.

usical comedy and Irish terror- 

ism would seem to make 
strange bedfellows, but the current 
production of Fhe Hostage at Grant 
MacEwan’s Jasper Place Campus 
fuses both. 

Local actor and writer Kenneth 
Brown (The Adventures of Joseph 
Andrews, Life After Hockey) 
directs the play by the late Irish 
playwright Brendan Behan. 
Described by Brown as “one of 
those drunken writers of the '60s,” 
Behan is also known for his play 
The Quare Fellow. The Hostage 
has been performed twice in 
Edmonton, but not since Studio 


Theatre’s 1981 production. 

The action takes place in a 
1960’s Dublin brothel. A member 
of the Irish Republican Army holds 
an English tommy hostage in 
response to the death of an IRA 
cohort. A large and motley cast of 
characters populates the house of 
ill-repute in which the young 
Englishman is confined. The 
inhabitants of the house, prosti- 
tutes of both sexes, including one 
transvestite, grow fond of their 
captive, despite their political dif- 
ferences. The central conflict con- 
cerns the fate of the prisoner. The 
prostitutes struggle to defend his 
life, despite the ideological IRA 
officer who controls the activities 
of the brothel and who determines 
to sacrifice the Englishman’s life 
after the death of the fellow IRA 
member. 

The content sounds intense but 
according to Brown, The Hostage 
is really a very funny play. It com-

bines strange satirical songs of ye 
olde English music-hall style with 
quick Irish wit, and has a violent 
streak. The actors will speak in 
brogue. “It’s a classic in terms of 
its language and the unrestricted- 
ness of its emotion,” said Brown 
recently. The peculiarities of the 
script and the sexual and political 
issues it evokes make it an easy 
play to direct. “As a director, you 
don’t have to do much to make 
this play eccentric,” said Brown. 

A Celtic band has been struck 
to accompany the actors. Set 
design is by David Skelton and 
costume design by Andre 
Brouwer. I suggested to Brown 
recent events in Ireland make this 
production of The Hostage a 
timely one, but he replied that for 
better or for worse, Irish history 
since the time the play was writ- 
ten makes Behan’s work perpetu- 
ally topical. The Hostage oa 
ues until Dec. 1.

telopus frogs have intercourse 
for as long as six months. That's 
gotta chafe after a while. 

Granted, they don’t spend the 
entire time actually boinking. 
According to Adrian Forsyth’s 
book A Natural History of Sex, 
it’s an overly enthusiastic measure 
taken on the part of Mr. Frog to 
guarantee his sperm is first in line 
to inseminate Ms Frog's eggs as 
soon as she lays them. Apparently 
he latches on, then just wastes 
away and dies, leaving only a semi- 
nal contribution to the future of 
his fellow amphibians. 

Some folks might be mildly 
intrigued by the idea of giving up 
their life for six straight months of 
sex, but I personally find it a bit 
extreme. Especially since you 
don’t even get to live to see your 
little tadpoles’ first little-league 
game. 

Scientists aren't completely sure 
why males of certain species are 
oft in the act of procreation. 
Theory has it that hanging out and 
letting your mate eat you is consid- 
ered a small investment if it gives 
you a better shot at every egg she 
releases. 

These frogs aren’t the only 
marathon-sex maniacs. Certain 
flies (appropriately known as love 
bugs in certain areas of the U.S.) 
have massive bug orgies and screw 
for up to 56 hours at a time. Not a 
bad life, considering they only sur- 
vive two to five days as adults. 

Other animals are into quickies. 
I watched a young ram, uh, ram- 
ming my brother's ewe last winter. 
She seemed totally freaked out 
while the eager young stud chased 
her around the pen trying to stick 
his thing in her like a 15-year-old 
guy on his first time out, The poor 
thing didn’t look like she was 
enjoying it much. I wanted to take 


Ram-bo aside and discuss some 
foreplay technique. 

A little closer to home, chim- 
panzees are also in and out in a 
flash. When it comes to coitus, 
we're just fancy chimpanzees, says 
one sex therapist in Sex, A Man’s 
Guide (Men’s Health). In nature, 
coitus is more like a sneeze.

Maybe it’s got something to do

human sexual intercourse. 

We've now become obsessed 
with training men to last all night 
long.

In 1938, studies by Alfred Charl- 
es Kinsey showed 75 per cent of 
men ejaculated within two to three 
minutes of vaginal penetration.
